Governmental Activities (i.e., income statement) with other cities including: Lansing, 

Michigan; Memphis, Tennessee; Louisville, Kentucky; Grand Rapids, Michigan;

Oklahoma City, Oklahoma; and Kansas City, Missouri.  Most of the cities chosen 

were comparable in size to Detroit. Grand Rapids was chosen because it is Michigan’s 
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second largest city and in good financial condition. Lansing and Flint were chosen 

because they have similar challenges as Detroit. We also chose a mix of cities that 

were either in good or poor fiscal health for comparative purposes.)  (REFERRED
